tral time) Sunday morning The 
signal R designated the plane as “75 
miles off Cape Chidley,” according to 
a prearranged schedule. 
’ Bowdoin Harbor, where Commander 
MacMillan and the expedition § are 
located, is about 25 miles north of 
Nain, or within easy radio distance of 
where the Greater Rockford dispatched 
its final signal. 

“We are keeping a sharp lookout for 
any signals which may come,” 
mander MacMillan said. 

“Ice conditions on and near Labra- 
dor this year have been most unusual. 
We have not seen a pack of ice since 
June 15. Old fishermen have never 
seen anything like that. 

“Scarcity of any ice for footing lends 
a hazard which the fliers might other- 
wise use in making their way to land.” 

Commander MacMillan, in his mes- 
sage, disclosed plans for the expedi- 
tion’s departure south tomorrow. 

Coast Guard Starts Search. 


Chicago, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—-Their radio 
signals unheard for more than 36 
hours, grave anxiety was felt tonight 
by the Rockford, lIll., backers of the 
good-will flight from Rockford to Stock- 
holm, Sweden, of Bert Hassell 
Parker Cramer, 

The most optimistic, including rela- 
tives of the aviators, believed the fliers, 
last heard from Sunday morning at 3 
o’clock, may have made a forced land- 
ing somewhere in Greenland when they 
failed to attain their objective at 
Mount Evans, In this case days might 
elapse before the two men fought their 
way to a point where they might com- 
municate with the outside world. 

Search Is Started. 

Steps were taken during the day to 
search for the airmen when the Coast 
Guard cutter Marion, now near the 
route they were expected to take, was 
ordered to take up the quest. The 
Marion is off Cape Chidley and the 
radie report from the monoplane 
Greater Rockford, picked up Sunday 
moxning, indicated the plane’s posi- 
tion at that time as about 75 miles 
off this cape. - 

The filers, who left Rockford on 
Thursday after once failing to get 
away, made the first leg of their 
journey to Cochrane, Ontario, without 
incident and left Cochrane Saturday 
noon on the second lap to Mount 
Evans. Intermittent radio reports giv- 
ing their position were heard until 3 
.o’clock Sunday morning, when the 
signals indicating the position off Cape 
Chidley were picked up. 

The plane was due at Mount Evans 
a few hours later, but did not arrive. 

Hassell’s wife last night refused to 
believe that the plane had fallen, de- 
claring that if it were to have suffered 
such a fate it would have happened 
earlier in the flight. Today she had 
no comment to make and secluded her- 
self in her home at Rockford with her 
three children.

Failure of U. S. to Recognize 
Soviet Is Not Held Bar 
to Participation. 


CABLE FROM SIR AUSTEN

It was said authoritatively yesterday 
that Secretary of State Kellogg is not 
averse to having Russia, as well as other 


powers, immediately adhere to the 
antiwar treaty as soon as this pact is 
signed at Paris on Monday. The fact 
that the Soviet government is not recog- 
nized by the United States need not be 
a bar to Russian adherence. it was 
added. 

All that would be required, in case 
Tehicherin desires to express Russia’s 
eaherence, it is explained, would be for 
the Russian foreign minister to signify 
the adherence of his government over 
his signature and send the document to 
the State Department here. Formal ac- 
knowledgment of the receipt of this 
aocument would then be cormveyed to 
the Soviet government from the De- 
pertment of State, the United States 
sending the acknowledgemnt to some 
intermediary power for transmittal to 
the Soviet regime. 


Fifteen Would Have to Sign. 


Adherence by. Russia and other pow- 
ers would not be effective until the 
treaty is ratified by the fifteen signatory 
powers. Under the terms of the pact, it 
is provided that ‘this treaty, when it 


| has come into effect as prescribed in 
the preceding paragraph, remains open 


as long as may be .ecessary for ad- 
herence by all the other powers of the 
world.” 

This would seem to imply, it ts ad- 
mitted, that ratification by the signa- 
tory powers must precede adherence of 
those powers which are not to be among 
the signatories.

today and Premier Venizelos, 
who couneled his supporters to avoid 
displays, has forbidden all 
public manifestations, including a pro- 
posed procession of the Venizelist 
Young Men's Association.

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24 College Girls Find Toil 
Buys Food but No Clothes 


Average Weekly Wage of $12.62 Keported by Students at 
End of Sociological Experiment Conducted by Y. W. 
C. A. in Chicago Unskilled Labor Field. 


Chicago, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—-Twenty- 
fou girls from Middle-western colleges 
who came to Chicago to find jobs as 
working girls for the summer to de- 
termine just how working girls live, 
earned an average of $12.62 on which 
they were able to live and smile—but 
could not buy clothes—they said to- 


day at the conclusion of their socio- 
logical experiment. 

The girls conducted the experiment 
under the supervision of Miss V Freda 
Seigworth, Y. W. C. A woman indus- 
try expert. They hunted work in the 
unskilled labor fields and after tolling 
a month filed reports on Chicago girls 
with whom they had worked. 

“The object of the experiment was 
to get an insight into the conditions 
under which the average Chicago girl 
in industry must work,” said Miss Seig- 
worth, 

The coeds found that they could lve 
on the wages that the Chicago girl gets. 
They bought their own meals, provided 
carfare and paid for their rooms. But

buying clothes on their pay, they said, . 


was out of the question. 


The girls were unanimous in saying 
that the experiment was interesting. 
All considered it a treat to find out 
how the average Chicago girl lives.

“Nineteen of the twenty-four girls 
found jobs the first day they were out 
seeking work,” Miss Seigworth said. 

“The girls were employed at various 
types of jobs. The girls worked at

Hoover train en route to West Branch, 
Iuwa, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—Speeding through 
Kansas, the home State of his running 


mate, today, Herbert Hoover received 
assurances that the derenders of this 
Republican stronghold were determined 
to roll up one of the greatest majorities 
l4t November that the party has won in 
years. 

Brought first by party leaders who 
boarded the train at Dodge City, the 
first stop in the Sunfiower State, the 
candidate received new indications of 
the enthusiasm for the Republican 
cause as his caravan stopped at the 
cities which rose at intervals upon the 
rolling prairie lands. 

Bronzed, overalled farmers, fresh from 
the corn and wheat fields, stood with 
their wives in a broiling Midwest sun 
while the Republican nominee thanked 
them. from his train platform for their 
interest in his cause. Then they joined 
in rousing cheers for Hoover, paid alike 
by business men and professional men. 

At Hutchinson, where several thous- 
ond persons had gathered to greet him 
on his passage to the Eastern political 
battle front, the nominee asserted that 
he must attribute a part of their en- 
thusiasm to “the yreat citizen of Kan- 
ses, Senator Curtis,” who is his partner 
on the ticket. 


Pays Tribute to Farmers. 


He paid tribute to the citizenry of 
Kansas and their farming ability. 

“I was greatly impressed,” he said, 
“with the abundant crop in 
this year. It is not due to the weather 
alone. I can remember when Kansas 
farmers looked forward to about one 
crop every three years. ‘There has 
been a revolution in agriculture in 
Kansas.

The first was to permit 
the Hotel Gotham, at Fifty-fifth street 
and Fifth avenue, to secure a liquor 
the second, a legislative en- 
actment recommended by the Court of 
Appeals to straighten out an apparent 
mistake in the language of the excise 
law. 

As an example of the unfairness of 
Mr. White's attack, he stated that I 
voted to allow saloons within 200 feet 
of a church or school any place on 
Manhattan Island south of Fifty-ninth 
Street. One of the bills mentioned was 
so drawn, but if Mr. White was dis- 
posed to be fair to me, he would read 
the bill in its entirey and find that, 
by its wording, it applied only to the 
Hotel Gotham. This hotel was within 
200 feet of a church, Acting under a 
decision of the courts, the hotel served 
liquor to its guests by the device of 
renting a house outside of the 200-foot 
limit, having a hotel employe purchase 
the liquor in this house and then carry 
it through the streets for service to the 
guests in the hotel -itself. 


oO. P, Passed Bill. 


Fair-minded men were confronted 
with a decision as between a license 
for the sale within the premises of the 
hotel and the spectacle of beilboys 
walking through the street with cock- 
tail shakers and wine baskets in their 
hands. I chose to end the hypocrisy 
of such a procedure, and in view of the 
high character of the hotel I was en- 
tirely satisfied that if liquor was to be 
consumed within the hotel it might 
just as well be sold in it. 

The Gotham Hotel bills received the 
support of the leading members of the 
assembly of both political parties from 
the cities, and one of them was passed 
by a Republican legislature. 

Even more strikingly unfair is the 
comment on bill No. 517 of 1911, which 
is the other bill in this group. The 
language of the law which existed be- 
fore this time made it impossible for 
a hotel to renew its liquor license if 
a school or church came within 200 feet 
of it years after the hotel had been 
built. The question was litigated as 
to the wording and intent of the stat- 
ute all the way to the court of ap- 
peals. In its decision that court said: 

“That the operation of the statute 
in cases like the one now before us is 
manifestly harsh and would doubtless 
be a cogent argument to support the 
proposition that the legislature could 
not have intended such effect, and 
might be conclusive were the language 
of the statute at all ambiguous; but. tn 
view of the clear phraseology of the law 
the convention is inadmissible and the 
courts must remit those aggrieved 
thereby to relief by legislative action.” 


Vote Followed Court Action. 


That relief suggested by our highest 
court I voted to give. The bills were 
opposed by only a handful of assem- 
blymen. On the 1908 measure only 31 
men out of the 150 voted in the nega- 
tive. 

Another group of bills related*to the 
subject of liquor tax certi,cates. Bill 
introductory No. 1518 of 1910 sought 
to give to the holder of a liquor tax 
certificate the same benefit that the 
court of appeals gave to violators of 
other laws when that court in an opin- 
ion said that suspension of sentence 
suspended all operation of the law 
against the convicted person. I voted 
against this bill because I thought it 
was harsh, unjust and unreasonable, 

Bill 1062 of 1911 was an important 
one, reducing the time from two years 
to one year when an application to 
renew a certificate might be made by 
one who had been previously deprived 
of it through the misconduct of a ser- 
vant or agent, and not of the owner 
himself. The fairness of this bill is 
best attested by the fact that only 44

Sentiment Against Option. 


There was a 3trong 
that time against the extension of

It probably con- 
tained more night workers than any 
other region of similar size in the 
country, and in voting for the bill I 
was certainly representing my constit- 
uents. It is worthy of note that on 
this bill the division was between the 
city and the country representatives, 
but the representatives of the villages 
involved voted in the affirmative and, 
with a balance of power, passed the 
bill. The foregoing record indicates 
that not only cities of the first, sec- 
ond, and third class but also the larger 
villages favored the passage of this 
bill. 


Cites Hotel Bill. 


Mr. William Allen White sailed for 
Europe with a happy and contented 
mind, Il hope, and I would not disturb 
it by attempting to describe to him the 
heavy weight that he laid upon my 
family when he accused me of being 
a friend of prostitution. Apparentty, 
he was ashamed of himself, as is 
evinced by his attempt to withdraw It. 

It was all predicated on my vote 
against assembly bill 2627 of 1910. 
Among other things, this bill sought 
to regulate the renting of rooms in 
hotels. Like a great many other meas- 
ures intended to bring about some 
highly desirable purpose, it was un- 
questionably unconstitutional and un- 
workable. 

In 1910 the assembly was strongly 
Republican. When the bill first came 
before that body it was overwhelmingly 
defeated, and in all of my legislative 
experience I never heard from lawyers 
in the assembly @ more convincing ar- 
gument against the constitutionality 
of a pending enactment than that made 
against this particular bill. Three 
weeks later, after considerable pressure 
from certain sections of the State, and 
admittedly for political purposes, the 
vote was reconsidered and the bill was 
passed, 

It was freely admitted that it cre- 
ated no new provision of law and added 
nothing that was not already in the 
penal code. I was right in my first 
vote, when an overwhelming majority 
of the assembly, both Democrats and 
Republicans, voted with me. I stood 
by my position, @s no argument was 
made to change my mind. The po- 
litical expediency of the Republican 
party, appealing to certain sections of 
the State, was not sufficient for me to 
compromise with a principle. On this 
bill, and this single bill alone, Will- 
lam Allen White would have my wife, 
my children and my friends believe 
that in my long public career 1 was a 
friend of public prostitution. 


Defends Self on Betting Bills. 


Mr. White also made reference to bills 
dealing with betting.

New York, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—The 
bombing of the home of a Brooklyn 
poultry dealer who had aided Federal 
officials in their investigation of an 
alleged “poultry trust,” resulted today 
in the filing in Federal Couft of a 
criminal information against 71 de- 
fendants alleged to be implicated in 
acts of so-called Kosher poultry trust. 

Joseph Hasenfratz charged that the 
“poultry trust” was responsible for the 
bombing of his home in the Browns- 
ville section of Brooklyn yesterday. 
The bomb shattered all the glass in 
the windows of the Hasenfratz home 
and slightly injured the poultry dealer, 
his wife, their daughter and a niece. 

The information filed by United 
States Attorney Tuttle today charged 
violation of the Sherman antitrust law 
and many criminal acts, including in- 
timidation, threat, violence, boycotting 
and illegal control of prices. 

Under this information, permitted 
by law as a summary method of bring- 
ing alleged offenders into Federal Court 
for trial without awaiting grand jury 
action, individuals convicted may be 
sent to jail for three years and fined 
$15,000 each.

Japan Sees Soviet

Military Chiefs Say Tokyo 
May Act in Uprising 


in Kulun Nor. 

Tokyo, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—Japanese 
military circles believe that the Mon- 
golian uprising against Chinese aue- 
thority in the district of Kulun Nor 
was instigated by Soviet agents. They 
intimate that Japan may be compelled 
to give serious attention to the situa- 
tion if the movement results in Soviet 
control being extended from outer 
Mongolia to inner Mongolia. 

Official Japanese dispatches describe 
the disturbances as resulting from an 
attempt of Mongol Buriat tribesmen 
to win their independence from China, 
These advices give the separatist move- 
ment a local character. 

A special dispatch to the newspaper 
Asahi, dated from Harbin, Manchuria, 
states that the Soviet vice president of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway has been 
confined to his residence by local Chi- 
nese authorities. The story has it that 
this railway official, whose name lis 
given as Lashevetch, has been threat- 
ened with formal arrest unless the 
Mongol tribesmen are called off from 
their raids within two days. The Chi- 
nese charge that M. Lashevetch was 
the chief instigator of the uprising. 
There is no official confirmation of 
this newspaper report. 

Ulan Bator, Mongolia, Aug. 20 (A.P.). 
The government of the Mongolian So- 
viet republic today published an offi- 
cial announcement denying participa- 
tion in any way in the uprising in the

Nairobi, Kenya, East Africa, Aug. 20 
(A.P.).—A remarkable migration of 
game in the Tanganyika territory Is 
reported by Carveth Wells, of the Mil- 


waukee Museum-Chicago Geographic 
Society expedition, from the party's 
first headquarters in the Tanganyika 
territory, where they arrived July 23. 

Martin Johnson, noted animal photog- 
rapher, who is in the same district, 
estimated that there are about 10,000,- 
000 head of game migrating across 
the country in a solid mass, 10 miles 
wide and 30 miles long at one spot.

The breach 
came, and the wild waters are pouring 
through the McFadden measure and making 
for themselves channels quite outside of its 
regulation and beyond the contemplation of 
the Federal Reserve act. 

Instead of branch banks under careful re- 
strictions, chain banks have appeared, an out- 
cropping of the demand for larger financial 


‘units, in harmony with the trend toward con- 


solidation in the whole field of business. 
Branch banks may exist only in the cities of 
the parent banks, and in the case of State 
banks that are within the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem the same rule applies. In contrast, the 
chain banks are without such fetters, and can 
extend as far as capital permits. The banks 
are following business in its expansion but 
without the safe regulation in the case of the 
chain that is provided for the branch banks, 
This situation will continue until Congress 
meets, by which time that which is sporadic 
will have become settled and general. 

The growth of chain banks has arrived at 
the point where it appears from the views of 
the best banking experts, to be a question 
between letting these banks spring up with 
the system winding, chain within chain, over 
the financial territory of the country, or seek- 
to make controlled branch banks out of 
chain banks. The only remedy thus far 
suggested is lift some of the restrictions 
from branch banks. Regulatory legislation of 
the banking however, presents both 
difficulties and hazards, for the demarcations 
between sound and unsound chain banking are 
vague, like any other boundaries that have not 
been surveyed. No question in the domestic 
sphere presents more interesting problems 
than this.

FIGHT ON LAWN FUNGUS. 


Every one who has seen his own lawn de- 
faced by brown patches, which no amount of 
fertilizing or reseeding could overcome, wil] 
be interested in the final] report of the experts 
of the Department of Agriculture upon this 
subject. Heretofore recourse has been had 
to the use of Bordeaux mixture. Lawns and 
golf links have been sprayed with it and 
dusted with it, and the hope was inspired 
that it would correct the condition, All to 
no purpose. The last word is that the copper 
in the Bordeaux mixture accumulates in the 
soil and causes more serious damage than the 
disease. Its use is now being discouraged by 
the department. , 

Those who are concerned for their lawns 
and for golf links are now told that the most 
effectual remedies for turf diseases are those 
containing mercury such as corrosive subli- 
mate and calomel. Mercurial preparations do 
not accumulate in the soil, and are deadly to 
the fungi that propagate in the grass blades, 
either in areas of two or more feet or in 
small patches not larger than a dollar. The 
larger patches appear principally during July 
and August, but the smaller patches, forming 
at a lower temperature, may be seen disfig- 
uring the lawn almost any time during the 
Summer. Plenty of plant food, especially 
nitrogen, is recommended, also avoidance of 
excessive fertilizing and evening watering, as 
moisture favors the growth of fungus. 
Where morning watering is practicable it is 
preferable. 


TOMB OF THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER. 


By November 1 it is expected that the win- 
ning design for a memorial to the Unknown 
Soldier will be announced by the jury of award. 
Five plaster models will be laid before the jury 
by the five artists who, by a process of elimina- 
tion, have emerged victorious in competition 
with 68 others. The approval of the jury’s 
award by the Secretary of War will mark the 
end of a contest in which fame will play a 
mightier part than emolument. 

The fortunate artist winning this contest will 
immediately become famous. No other object 
of memorial in this country has the same 
breadth of appeal or will so certainly insure 
lasting remembrance of the‘artist as the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier as it is to be erected at 
Arlington. His work will be discussed here 
and abroad, and will be compared with the 
world’s masterpieces of architecture and sculp- 
ture, new and old, 

To have been one of the five whose work is 
considered worthy of the final test of excellence 
is in itself a great distinction. The four 
“losers” in the contest will be accorded honors 
that will not leave them empty-handed. 

Washington would be delighted if one of its 
sons should prove to be the winner in this test 
of genius. But whether the artist be a Wash- 
ingtonian or not, his design will no doubi he 
accepted as the finest attainable tribute to the 
memory of the Unknown Soldier, and will be- 
come one of the patriotic shrines of the re- 


public.

IN ONE JUMP. 


The first continuous Right from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic coast was accomplished yester- 
day by Art Goebel in the remarkably fast time 
of 18 hours and 58 minutes. This is an aver- 
age of 150 miles an hour. The continent was 
crossed in a single flight in 1923, from New: 
York to San Diego, in 26 hours 50 minutes 48 
seconds, by Lieuts. John A. MacReady and 
Oakley Kelly. 

Goebel was accompanied by one passenger. 
His plane carried 450 gallons of 
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Kelly plane carried 725 gallons. Goebel! ftiew 
very high, sometimes 10,000 feet, and appar- 
ently he was helped by favorable winds. Obvi- 
ously airplane construction has been greatly 
improved in the last few months and years, 
since a plane can now make greater mileage 
on the same amount of fuel. This fact, demon- 
strated and made of practical effect, contrib- 
utes mightily to the perfecting process that, 
is making the airplane the best, safest and 
swiftest means of travel yet developed. 

Overy flight that is made with a suitable 
plane, suitably equipped, helps the world to 
reach the era of air travel. The development 
seems slow as it is considered day by day, 
but a review of progress by decades, or even 
by years, reveals that mankind is adopting 
flight far more readily than it adopted the 
railroad. Already the percentage of fataiities 
by aircraft is making a favorable showing as 
compared with other means of locomotion. 
Busy brains are at work devising means of 
safety and certainty in flight. 
ability and ‘“‘cruising radius” of the airplane 
are improving and expanding daily. When the 
continent can be crossed with safety in 18 
hours or so it is evident that Americans will 
not be contented with surface travel that con- 
sumes four days. 


CATERING TO THE TRADE. 

In prewar days, more than now, complaint 
was constant that shippers of goods to South 
American and Eastern points had either little 
knowledge or little concern for what would 
suit the market, and less regard for packing 
so that the goods would arrive intact and in 
good condition. Now quite another variant-of 
the same problem has arisen in the shipping 
of goods to the beckoning market of China. 

Dr. Julius Klein, chief of the Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce, has sent out a kindly admoni- 
tion that the art of adaptation counts as much 
as the quality of the wares. In the shipping 
of goods to points in China he warns that the 
shipper will make a grave error and have little 
prospect for developing his market if he in- 
sists upon using his usual trade-marks, when 
these are of a nature that offends the senesi- 
bilities of his prospective customers. 

“If your trade-mark features the picture 
of a dog,” says Dr. Klein, ‘‘you will do well 
to change {ft in China, for the dog, to put it 
mildly, has no high place in Chinese regard.” 
It is still worse for a manufacturer to picture 
a rabbit on his wares, while if his goods hear 
the imprint of a turtle it condemns them. 

What applies to China is true of other Orien- 
tal countries in some measure. 

Successful trade with the Orient requires 
comprehension of its needs. Often the object 
which has a particular use in this country is 
turned to quite a different there. Hot- 
water bags used by the flappers of China as 
hand warmers in their muffs, shows that the 
minds of the Chinese are quite open to fresh 
suggestions, despite traditional Ur. 
Klein cites the case of an American milk coin 
pany “making a killing” in China’s trade with 
its brand, which showed a lusty boy baby, as 
pride in a son is universal in the country.

Wheat, one of the leading farm prod- 
ucts, although dutiable at 42 cents per 
bushel, derives no benefit whatsoever 
as far as its selling price is concerned 
at Liverpool, which market has con- 
trolled and set the price for wheat for 
centuries. 

In 1890, when William Windom was 
Secretary of the Treasury, I listened 
to a speech delivered by him to the 
farmers of Minnesota at Faribault, in 
that State, when he declared that 10 
cents per bushel was all that kept mil- 
lions of bushels of Canadian wheat out 
of our markets. 

There has been an increase in rates 
from time to time until the act of 
1922, which made the duty 30 cents 
per bushel.

OME is the pest place for a baby. 
| On that point there is general 
agreement. Home may be hot and 
the surroundings may not be good; the 
Place to which a visit is contemplated 
may be cool, but, in spite of the dif- 
ference, home is the better place How- 
ever that may be, some mothers of 
young babies must travel and carry 
their babies with them; or will travel, 
whether it is best or otherwise 
Recognizing this to be a fact, the 
New York State health department has 
devised a traveling suit case kitchenette 
for use where there are journeying chil- 
dren. It is as follows: 
A Sterno outfit with a tray and holder 
supplies the heat necessary for the sev- 


eral purposes of child care. There are 
some powder and a bottle brush, a small 
egg beater, a tin measuring cup, a table- 
spoon and a spatula. There is a dish 
towel. These several atticles of equip- 
ment are to be found in all stores. 

The food carried consists of dried 
milk, dry whole wheat vereal, zwieback 
or well-toasted bread, 9nd a variety of 
ecoked and strained vegetables The 
‘dried milk is kept in a screw top jar 
jyether than in the original package. 
‘Food left in the jars after feeding may 
‘be sterilized by putting the jar in water, 
bringing to the boiling point, then cov- 
lering with a sterile rubber disk or cap. 
All this is packed in a suit case. 

The mother is advised to decide on 
ther baby’s diet while on the journey 
with the counsel of a physician, and 
‘to feed the child on this diet for a few 
;\days before starting in order to get 
him to liking it or at least to accus- 
'tom him to it. The plan calls for hav- 
ing the baby independent of the coun- 
try through which he journeys, or near- 

to escape the hazards of 
using milk concerning which the 
mother can not get reliable informa- 
tion, the child is fed on milk powder 
‘dissolved in water. There is no danger 
of tuberculosis or typhoid in such milk; 
nor is there any danger of diarrhea, so 
'far as the milk itself is concerend. Un- 
certainty of the antecedents of the milk 
encountered is a good part of the ob- 
jection to traveling with a baby.

Activity Wanes as Call Funds 
Move Up to 71/2 Per Cent. 
Chrysler Advances. 


RECENT LEADERS SUFFER 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Aug. 20. — Stocks were 
bouyant today in very active trading 
until credit conditions hardened, the 
call money rate being advanced from 
the renewal figure of 6 to 614, 7 and 
finally 714 per cent. As money harden- 
ed activity waned, and there were num- 
erous recessions from the high prices 
of the day, although many issues re- 
sisted selling pressure, either holding 
thelr own or moving higher. Two 
dozen stocks went into new high ter- 


ritory for the year or longer, but only 
half a dozen retained their full gains to 
the finish. Guins on the day, ranging 
from fractions to 11 points, exceeded 
losses by about 3 to 1. Approximately 
2,450,000 shares changed hands. 

Early in the day funds were being 
Offered freely at 6 per cent, but the 
banks withdrew about $25,000,000 and 
s00n it became obvious that the rate 
would be increased. When, around 
noon, withdrawals had soared to $35,- 
900,000 the raise to 614 came, and at 
1 p. m. and 2 p. m. further successive 
raises of 14 per cent were announced. 

In part, the firmer monetary tone 
Was accepted as due to the usual ad- 
justment of reserves on Monday and in 
part to the large amount of with- 
drawals, which, however, were regarded 
as seasonal. 

It was interesting that while General 
Motors was taking a downward course 
under fairly heavy selling, Chrysler was 
stepping up under an even heavier 
turnover. The former lost 2'%on the 
day, while the other gained 214 points. 
This. development quite naturally 
Caused recurrence of rumors that im- 
portant interest were getting out of 
General Motors and getting into Chrys- 
ler. There was nothing in the news, 
however, to bear out such reports. The 
Dodge shares were only moderately 
strong, but the preferred was still held 
at a premium of about 4 points over 
Chrysler. Net price changes were 
mixed and narrow, as a rule, in the re- 
mainder of the automotive group. 

The outstanding advances of the day 
were among the specialties, with a few 
exceptions. Union Carbide touched a 
new high at 168 and closed with a net 
advance of 414 points. Outlet Co. also 
established a new peak price, up 514 
net. Corn Products, heavily bought, 
advanced 114 on expectations of record 
earnings.. ‘American and Continental 
Can were prominent on the up side, 
both scoring new peak prices. The 
former gained 2%, and the other 1%, 
but both closed materially below their 
highs for the day. 

Mathieson Alkali gained a new high, 
at 139%, an advance of 3% points net. 
Sears, Roebuck easily was the leader 
among the merchandising issues, ad- 
vancing to a new top for all time, at 
135%, a net gain of 5%. Other high 
spots included Purity Baking, Postum, 
Public Service of New Jersey, Loft, 
Wright, Western Union, United Cigar 
Stores, Tobacco Products, Midland 
Steel Products preferred, International 
Telephone & ° Telegraph, Gotham 
Hosiery, Bon Ami, Brooklyn-Manhattan 
Transit, American Linseed, Air Reduc- 
tion and others. Gains in this group 
ranged from fractions to about 4 
points, except in the case of Midland 
Steel, which was up 11 points net. 

Some of the recently active leaders 
on the upside sold off sharply this 
afternoon, including Allied Chemical, 
American Smelting, Radio and South- 
ern Dairies B. The most spectacular 
loss, though, was suffered by one of 
the most notoriously unstable issues 
on the list, Manhattan Electric, which 
fell precipitately to a new low. 

Coinciding with, and attributed to

cline of \%-cent featured foreign ex- 
change dealings. Francs were off 
slightly and guilders continued weak. 
Lire and Scandinavian units were lit- 
tle changed. Shanghai rose 12 points, 
Uruguay rose 13 points.

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Aug. 20 (A.P.).—Barly declines 
were followed by rallies in the cotton mar- 
ket today. on a moderate demand promoted 
by continued reports of deterioration crop 
prospects in the South. December contracts, 
after selling off from 18.60 at the start to 
18.23, or 36 points net lower, just recovered 
the loss, closing at 18.58. The general mar- 
ket closed firm, net 5 points higher to 5 
points lower. 

The opening was steady at an advance of 
7 points to a decline of 2 points. There 
was some buying on reports of showers in 
the eastern belt over Sunday and the rela- 
tively steady showing of Liverpool. This 
demand was promptly supplied by a continu- 
ation of the selling movement which had 
been in progress here at the close of last 
week and which may have been encouraged 
by the failure of the buying to become more 
aggressive, or a favorable view of the rains 
reported in some parts of the Southwest and 
central belts. 

After showing net losses of about 30 to 34 
points the market rallled some 18 or 20 
points from the lowest on covering or re- 
buying, but the demand soon tapered off 
and the market weakened again during the 
afternoon. Early buyers were among the 
sellers on the decline which carried prices 
back to about the early low levels and some 
selling was reported here for Southern ac- 
count. 

Offerings were comparatively light after 
the heavy selling on the early break, how- 
ever. and the market firmed up later in 
the day on a renewal or covering or re- 
buying. 

October was relatively firm, 
4 points over December, compared with a 
discount of 3 points at the close of the 
previous day. This was attributed by some 
of the local brokers to the fact that there 
is very little cotton in the local certificated 
stock for the protection of short hedges in 
the early fall and winter positions. Trade 
interests were credited with buying some 
cotton on the early decline, and their pur- 
chases seemed to leave the market in a 
steadier tchnical position Conflicting 
opinions as to the progress .of the crop 
probably reflected in the fluctuations

CHIEF HELPS TO CARRY 
BODY 70 RESTING PLACE 


Father Aided to Grave Side; 
Mother, Weak, Sits 
in Car, 


The comrades of Sergt. Elton B. Hum- 
mer, of the Aiexandria police f-rce, 
carried his bullet-ridden body to the 
grave yesterday while hundreds of citi- 
zens looked on. Meantiine the three 
Suspects, held in connection with his 
murder Saturday morning, continued to 
protest their innocence. 

The funeral was held from the Hum- 
mer residenc. at 806 Duke street. Five 
hundred persons lined the street out- 
side the house as the cortege started 
for Ivy Hill Cemetery. Arriving at the 
cemetery Police Chief W. W. Campbell 
and seven of his men carried the body 
to the grave, and it was lowered while 
the mourners sang hymns. 

Included among the scores of floral 
tributes sent to the Hummer residence 


was one in the shape of a cross marked 
i a i 

Altheus Hummer, 79-year-old father 
of the slain sergeant, had to. be assisted 
to the graveside. His wife was so weak 
she had to remain in an automobile 
while the services were conducted. 

A bullet hole, believed to have been 
made by the one shot which Sergt. 
Hummer fired before he died, was 
found near the scene of the murder 
yesterday. James F. Fearson, of 226 
Suu <ifred street, discovered the 
hole in a fence, but was unable to 
find the bullet. 

The hole was about 8 feet from the 
ground. Thus, if it were caused by a 
bullet fired by Hummer, it its almost 
certain that he missed the person at 
whom he fired. 

Frank Ludlow, one of the witnesses, 
who saw a Man running away from 
the scene of the crime, said the man 
was holding a revolver in one hand 
and holding his stomach with the 
other. It was his impression the man 
was wounded. 

Carl “Brother” Crockett, 20-year-old 
Alexandria youth who was arrested 
Sunday as the “principal suspect” in 
the murder, still was held in the Alex- 
andria jail last night. In a nearby cell 
was Graham White, colored, another 
suspect. 

In Washington, the police still were 
holding Thomas Vance, colored, who 
Was arrested and taken to the Ninth 
Precinct sation Saturday afternoon. He 
had in his possession a .45-caliber auto- 
matic similar to the one used by 
Hummer’s slayer. 

Tests now are being made to de- 
termine whether the bullet found in 
Hummer’s body could have been fired 
from Vance’s automatic. 


U.S. Engineer Reported 


Slain in Mexican Mine 


(Associated Press.) 

The slaying of Henry C. Schmidt, an 
American mining engineer, by two per- 
sons at Travador mine, Trinidad, Du- 
rango, was reported to the State De- 
partment yesterday by American Consul 
Jackson, at Torreon, Mexico. Schmidt’s 
wife is understood to be in Alameda, 
Calif, 

Consul Jackson telegraphed that Gen, 
Escobar, in charge of the military dis- 
trict, had promised to cooperate with 
him in every way in an attempt to ap- 
prehend the slayers. As there is no 
American consul near the mine, Jack- 
son left immediately to obtain the body 
and take it to Torreon. Gen. Escobar 
sent a colonel and 16 soldiers to accom- 
pany him. 


Retired Soldier’s Wife 


Sues for Maintenance 


Mrs. Martha C. Braun, 61 years old, 
of Baltimore, yesterday filed suit for 
maintenance against John F. Braun, of 
the National Soldiers’ Home, in the 
District Supreme Court, asking that her 
husband be ordered to pay her $10 a 
week, 

Mrs. Braun claims, through Attorney 
Cedric F. Johnson, that her husband 
has been paying her $22 a morth, but 
that this sum is not enough for her 
needs since she was injured in an acci- 
dent last November and has been un- 
able to work. Her husband receives 
$94.50 a month retired pay, she alleges, 
and has no expenses. ihe couple were 
married April 12, 1903, but did not live 
together continuously because the hus- 
band was in the Army. They lived to- 
gether one week after his retirement 
in July, 1914, she says. The wife earns 
$132 a month as lady’s companion.

SCRAPPING OF FORMER 
AGREEMENTS PLANNED 


Policy Revision Follows Effort 
of New York Concern to 
Extend Practice. 


Scores of owners of large buildings 
in Washington have been notified by 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. that 
they will have to get out of the elec- 
tric power business. 

Contracts under which landlords, 
some of them for many years, have 
brought electricity in large quantities 
at low wholesale rates and have re- 
metered it to tenants at the maximum 
retail schedule, have been cancelled by 
ithe power company and the landlords 
nave been notified they will be requir- 
ed to sign new agreements specifying 
that the current purchased is for their 
own use or their power will be cut off. 

By this means the power concern 
| seeks to put an end to what it terms 
rebating. The lawyers of the company 
say large purchasers taking a profit by 
selling the current at retail are, in ef- 
fect, rebating in that they are getting 
current for their own use at even less 
than the wholesale rate per kilowatt 
hour and that rebating is unlawful. 

The new policy was announced yes- 
|terday by S. R. Bowen, vice president 
'of the company, following publication 
by Rufus S. Lusk, secretary of the 
Operative Builders Association, of a let- 
ter sent by him to the public utilities 
‘commission, protesting against the 
new form of contract.

Hotels Not to Be Disturbed,

Some of those who have been 
remetering have never collected enough 
to pay for installation of meters and 
were not concerned more than to break 
even.

“The old contract did not give them 
the right specifically to remeter cur- 
rent. & was silent on that point.
